She 
also asked if it was an interagency study. After checking with

(Unclassified - MMP) LIAISON Called Herb Romerstein, 
House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence staff, to inquire 
when the unclassified report on KGB utilization of the media ;

Mr. Romerstein indicated that Representative John M. Ashbrook
